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Rallying 
round for 
mugging 
victim, 81 


A COMMUNITY has banded togeth¬ 
er in support of an 81 -year-old man 
who was mugged for his pension in 
Haverhill this week. 

The pensioner, named locally as 
John Clarke, was standing outside 
the Post Office in High Street when 
the thief snatched the bag, contain¬ 
ing £120, from his hands at about 
9.30am on Monday. 

After news of the shocking incident 
spread on social media, a group of 
local well-wishers have raised £170 
to donate to him - £50 more than the 
amount stolen. 

Sky Jordan, a mum-of-two who 
kickstarted the campaign on the 
website GoFundMe, said: “I set up 
the page after hearing about it on 
Facebook and people began sharing 
it and within a day we had more than 
£170. I’m a carer by profession and I 
know from that what an impact such 
an incident can have on people, so I 
thought it would be good to show the 
man there are people out there who 
do care.” 

She added: “I was only aiming for 
£120 - the amount taken - but peo¬ 
ple have been so generous so that he 
has something extra now.” 

According to Suffolk police, the 
pensioner was standing outside the 
Post Office when a man in his 20s 
reportedly “ran across him” and 
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snatched the bag, containing this 
week’s pension. Initially it was 
reported a woman had also been 
mugged at the same time, but police 
were unable to confirm that. 

Although the man was not harmed 
in the incident, he was “left shaken”. 

Miss Jordan, 24, said she would be 
giving the money to one of the vic¬ 
tim’s relatives to deliver to him. 

Commenting on the GoFundMe 
page, the relative wrote: “On behalf 
of myself and my family I would like 
to say a massive heartfelt thank you 
to everyone who has kindly donated. 

“He will be made up that so many 
wonderful people would do this out 
of the goodness of their hearts - you 
truly are amazing people. Thank 
you Sky for setting this up.” 

Earlier this year disabled mugging 
victim Alan Barnes, from Gateshead, 
was given more than £300,000 from 
online donations after a beautician 
started a fundraising campaign, 

Police say the attacker is described 
as being white with dark hair, aged 
in his 20s and wearing light-col¬ 
oured clothing.

They 
should start laying their own eggs in a 
few months’ time. 

Ms Zwierzchowska-Dod said: “The 
children really enjoyed looking at the 
animals and learning to look after them. 
It’s one of the fundamentals of character¬ 
building to learn to look after each other 
and the world around you.

A FORMER couch potato who was 
horrified to find himself on the brink 
of type 2 diabetes has turned his life 
around to become a triathlete. 

Andy Brown, 40, was told he was at 
risk of developing the life-changing 
condition last year - just as his wife 
Lindsay was given the devastating 
diagnosis. 

But now the Haverhill pair have 
transformed their lifestyles and this 
summer Andy will be undertaking his 
first Olympic Distance Triathlon in 
August. 

The computer programmer, who 
works at Chesterford Research Park, 
said: “My wife was diagnosed a few 
years ago and then just over a year ago 
I found I was at risk of developing the

condition. 

“So to try and reduce the risk of get¬ 
ting type 2 diabetes I began trying to 


lose weight and get fit. I’ve lost about 
five stone since last year.” 

It was a dramatic transformation for 
Andy, of Julian Close, who admitted 
that he had previously done little 
exercise. He went on to take part in 
Haverhill’s first triathlon last Octo¬ 
ber, which included a 200m swim, an 
8km cycle and a 2.4km run 

But for this summer’s event in 
Shropshire, Andy will have to under¬ 
take the mammoth task of a 1.5km 
open swim, a 40km cycle and 10km 
run. 

He said: “It’s about taking small 
steps really and just building up slow¬ 
ly- 

“I’m an early morning person too, 
which means I’m often able to exer¬ 
cise before work as well as after.”

FOR most people, a weekend trip to 
London means visiting tourist 
attractions and buying souvenirs - 
for one Haverhill man, it meant 
becoming a viral internet sensation. 

Gerry Weatherhead, a photogra¬ 
pher who lives in Hanchett End, was 
visiting London earlier this month 
when he was bumped into by a mem¬ 
ber of the Queen’s Guard. 

He had been taking photographs of 
the Royal Family at the Queen’s 
birthday parade, and was making his 
way through St James’ Park after¬ 
wards. He stopped there to remove 
the wrist strap on his camera, when 
the accident happened. 

Mr Weatherhead, 58, said: “My wife 
and I go to London once a month and 
we’ve always wanted to see the 
Trooping of the Colour. So we went 
and saw them, and took some photo¬ 
graphs, and on the way back we went 
through St James’ Park. There are 
lots of narrow paths there. 

“I felt I needed to go to the little 
boys’ room, and I was taking my 
camera off, and I just didn’t hear him 
coming. 

“It was just a big thump in the back. 
I looked round and thought ‘I’d bet¬ 
ter get out of here’. 

“Nobody was hurt. I’m just a bit 
embarrassed. We laughed about it 
when it happened and we just kept it 



quiet.” 

The video was uploaded to Youtube 
on June 15, and by Friday it had been 
viewed almost five million times. 

Mr Weatherhead is seen fiddling 
with his camera and facing away 
from the guards as they come 
towards him. 

A military voice can be heard 
shouting “make way” as a member of 
the guard marches straight into Mr 


Weatherhead, who had no idea at the 
time that someone was filming the 
incident. 

He said: “I found out about it when 
somebody said: ‘You’re on YouTube’. 
And it had gone viral by about 11am.” 

Mr Weatherhead said he has heard 
claims that the incident was a stunt 
and that he was carried down the 
street, but he maintains it “was a 
simple accident”.

A HAVERHILL hospice 
has officially unveiled 
its £50,000 garden for 
patients and local resi¬ 
dents.

Historic balustrade revived in garden regeneration 


IT’S centuries old, has been lost twice, 
and almost destroyed by fire - but now 
an iron balustrade is in use again. 

The balustrade was originally part of 
Burton Cottage, a grand old residence 
which stood in the centre of Haverhill, 
on the site of the current library and 
Burton Centre. 

The house was built sometime before 
the early 1800s, when a pair of 
brothers called John and Barnabas 


Webb lived there, according to the 
chairman of the Haverhill & District 
Local History Group Roy Brazier. 

In 1964, the house became a youth 
centre, but it was destroyed in a fire in 
1987. 

The balustrade was almost lost 
forever after the fire, but Mr Brazier 
said a resident saw it being taken 
away on a lorry and rescued it. 

It was put up in a pagoda in the 


garden of library, but Mr Brazier said it 
was later stolen, and recovered in a 
river at Baythorne End. 

Now it has been put to use again as 
part of the renovation of the garden at 
the Burton Centre on the site, which is 
now owned by St Nicholas Hospice 
Care. 

The balustrade is now holding up the 
shelter of an outdoor patio in the 
garden.

School celebrates 
end of world war 

A SCHOOL celebrated VE day last week with 
dressing up, historical food and a visit from a war 
veteran.

HAVERHILL MP Matthew 
Hancock is part of a drive from 
Conservative MPs to demand

for schools in England. 

The West Suffolk MP said: “I’m 
clear we need to see further pro¬ 
gress for schools funding to be 
spread more evenly across England. 

“Suffolk schools get less funding 
for each pupil than the national 
average, for reasons more down to 
history than logic. 

“This needs to be done in a way

that is careful, within tight budg¬ 
ets, and the money then needs to 
be spent wisely too. 

“But it’s a case the Suffolk MPs are 
making and the Government has 
so far responded positively too.” 

The Conservatives say they will 
protect per-pupil funding in cash 
terms, but that will not take into 
account inflation. 

School leaders said they are 


forced to look at laying off teachers 
and increasing class sizes because 
of the poor funding. 

A Department for Education 
spokesman said: “We are ensuring 
schools across England are funded 
fairly so that all pupils, whatever 
their background and wherever 
they live in the country, have access 
to a good education. 

“This is a priority for the 
Government and a key part of our 
core mission to deliver real social 
justice. 


“The last Government made con¬ 
siderable progress in reforming the 
school funding system. 

“In 2014 an additional £390 mil¬ 
lion was allocated to boost 69 of the 
least fairly funded areas in the 
country in 2015-16 - the biggest 
step toward fairer schools funding 
in 10 years. 

“But we recognise there is still 
work to do, which is why we have 
committed to looking at what more 
needs to be done to ensure that all 
local areas are funded justly.”

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Residents are 
urged to sign 
rail petition... 


FIFTEEN thousand leaflets urging 
people to support a campaign for a 
railway have been posted through 
doors in Haverhill. 

The campaign group known as Rail 
Haverhill has created an online peti¬ 
tion where local people can voice their 
support for reintroducing a railway to 
the town. 

Leaflets encouraging resi¬ 
dents to sign the petition 
have been distributed in 
Haverhill and the sur¬ 
rounding villages over the 
last month, and more are 
being printed. 

Malcolm Hill, chairman 
of Rail Haverhill, said: 

“We have already had over 
1,100 signatures, but we 
need about 4,000 to make it 
really effective. We are 
encouraged by the fact that a 
campaign for the restoration of the 
railway between Wisbech and March 
in Cambridgeshire has had over 3,000 
responses.” 

If they get enough signatures, the 
petition will be presented to 
Cambridgeshire, Suffolk and Essex

county councils to encourage them to 
work together on a rail link. 

The leaflets have been financed by 
the East Anglian branch of a national 
organisation called Railfuture. 

Chairman of Railfuture East 
Anglia Peter Wakefield said: 
“Haverhill is growing very rap¬ 
idly, and it will reach 40,000 
people within a few years. 

“A high-quality public 
transport link to take lots of 
people very fast into 
Cambridge would benefit 
Haverhill, Cambridge and 
everywhere inbetween.” 
Haverhill has not had a rail 
line in nearly half a century, as it 
closed down in 1967. 

Rail Haverhill is holding a public 
meeting at the Haverhill Arts Centre 
on Saturday for members of the public 
who want to learn more about the 
campaign.

COMEDY: A century-old postcard showing Haverhill Rail Station 

...and a reminder of when there was a railway 


THIS postcard, over a century old, is a reminder of a 
different era - a time when Haverhill had its own train 
station. 

The postcard was loaned to the Cambridge News in 1988 
by collector Brian Pannell. Mr Pannell could tell from the 
stamp that it was posted between 1903 and 1911. Haverhill 
Rail Station shut down in 1967. 

The postcard was sent on March 14 from Felsted in 
Essex. 

It depicts a disastrous train journey through “Flitchtown” 
- a popularised name for Dunmow - and “Lollipop Town”, 
a name for Thaxted. 


The train nearly tips over, comes off the line and throws 
passengers off. 

In the fifth panel, the train arrives at Haverhill and has to 
be hosed down, as steam rises from it. 

In the final picture, a traveller is heading home by foot 
rather than risk taking the train again. 

Mr Pannell told the News in 1988 that there were some 
mysteries he was not able to solve about the cartoon, 
including what the sign reading “King William” in the 
second picture refers to. 

It was of 200 postcards in Mr Pannell’s collection at the 
time it was loaned.

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New police 
officer to 
help abuse 
victims 

A NEW domestic violence and 
vulnerable victims officer has 
joined a local policing team. 

PC Lawrence Allen started in 
the role at Haverhill Police 
station on June 8. He says his 
aim is “to provide continuity 
for victims at all levels of risk 
and to be a point of contact so 
the victim receives the best 
advice possible”. 

He works with victims of 
domestic incidents rated 
“low” and “medium” risk to 
ensure they do not become 
high-risk.
